Almost immediate unfavorable reac- 
tion to the British plan came from 
French semi-official circles, which 
declares that Bonar Law's project was 
“most disappointing” because it did 
not carry with it sufficient guaran- 
tees and is, in a way, a nullification of 
the treaty of Versailles. 

The British proposed a detailed 
acheme for the general settlement ot 
German reparations and European in- 
ter-allied debts. The main features of 
the plan follow : 

1. Cancellation of all present rep- 
arations. 

® Reduction of German 
tions to 50,000,000,000 marks with a 
four-year cash moratorium. 

3. The issuance of new series of 5 
per cent thirty-two year bonds in two 
series, the first of 50,000,000,000 gold 
marks and the second of 17,000,000,- 
000 gold marks, representing the inter- 
est on the first. France is to receive 
the first series. The second is to be 
distributed to nations that are indebt- 
ed to the United States, in ratio to

4. After the expiration of a four- 
ynoratorium, Germany is to start 
paying at the rate of 2 000,000,000 
gold marks annually, or an amount 
fixed by an impartial tribunal.

Carman, whom Hirsh 
said the Schoelkopfs had known fer 
several years, was to have bpen a 
guest at this party.

Work will be started at once, he 
stated, in the hope of making ma- 
terial progress in the conquest of the 
boll weevil this year and averting a 
world ecotton famine which is im- 
pending unless the 1923 cfop is con- 
siderably larger than that of the past 
two seasons. 

Co-operation Pledged. 

Co- -ope~ation of the federal depart- 
ments “has already been pledged; cot- 
ton spinners and manufacturers of 
New York have agreed to assist in 
financing the undertaking, and work 
of organizing a research bureau which 
will devote its entire and ufdivided 
attention to the discovery of means 
by which the boll weevil may be de- 
stroyed has been started, Mr. sere 
stated. 

Miller Reese Hutchinson, of New 
York, formerly chief engineer and 
personal representative of Thomas A. 
Edison, now associated with Hudson 
Maxim and other distinguished scien- 
tists, himself a noted inventor, a

New School Buildings, 

Just now we are in the midst of the 
expenditure of a $4,000,000 school bond 
We have 14 school buildings now 
in process of erection, and four more to 
be contracted for shortly. Before beginning 
the expenditure of this money we engaged 
disinterested and skilled school authorities 
to make a survey of our school system, and 
to advise us in the expenditure of the mon- 
ey, in the location of the new school build- 
ings, in the designing of the buildings, and 
in the layout of our curriculum. We huve 
tried to rigidly follow the recommendations 
of these men. They were disinterested, 
had no favorites to play, and had only 
the good of the system at henrt. I hope 
tlt we shall follow their recommendations 
through to the end, Not to do so would 
be to bring about confusion. Not dery 
neighborhood is: getting all that it wabts. 
But that is because the money will not 
meet the needs of all of the school neighbor- 
hoods in ail parts of the city. We were 
told of this at the start; it is no surprise 
to us. I. believe that we have done the 
best that could ‘be done under all the cir- 
cumstances. I wish that we had enough 
money to meet every need. 

Even as it is, we are running about 15 
per cent above our estimate in the cost 
of buildings. On almost all of them we 
are having to cut off some rooms or units. 
But I earnestly believe that we should go 
on and build every one of the 18 projects 
originally provided for, earrying them all 
to a uniform state of completion. A few 
of the schools get so far along with their 
buildings before we ascertained that the 
15 per cent cut would have to be made 
that it was deemed uneconomical to make 
the cut on them, It is unfortunate that 
all of the schoals could not have been cut 
alike, but I suppese it could not be avoided, 
and it was manifestly impossible to let all 
of the contracts for all of .the schools 
at the same tine. 

More Money Necessary. 

With the growth of our schools and the 
perfection and expansion of our system, 
as now being developed, it will cost more 
to operate our schools than our city charter 
now provides. Since the present charter 
provisions were adopted free text books 
have .been ordered by law. And also the 
Opportunity school has been egtablished. 
This school is fundamentally intended for 
those who are in business but whose educa- 
is deficient aud who can get off an 
hour or two_a day to attend school. This 
school in Atlanta has grown amuzingly. 
It is partly supported by state and federal 
funds. This school has come to be since 
our charter percentages were fixed. The 
city has recognized its obligations as to 
these last two mentioned items and has 
made appropriations to cover them. It will 
have to continue to do this and in a con- 
stantly increasing amount. The _ schvols 
will lave to be taken eare of. 

Perhaps the time will soon come, as it 
has come in many progressive cities, when 
the school board will be given charter au- 
thority, within limitations, to levy and 
collect its own funds. As it is in At- 
lanta now, it is impossible for the school 
board to determine in advance huw much 
its income will be. <A certato percentage 
of an indefinite amount is an indefinite 
sum. ‘The amount .of the school depart- 
ment’s revenue should be made definite. 
However, we must live within our income. 
Our budget must not exceed our reasonably 
expected revenue. For us to adopt a scale 
of expenses beyond what we have good 
reason to believe we will receive would be 
altogether blameworthy. There are some 
increases and some adjustments in salaries 
that ought to be made. And I hope we ean 
make them. Isut we should not make them 
if to do so signifies a deficit at the end 
of the year. We must not spend money 
that we shall not have, 

Attendance and Census. 


The attendance upon our schools has im 
creased 15,443 in the past three years, or 
a fraction over S50 per cent. This figure 
will probably be increased to 17,500 by the 
end of the term next June. 

The state school census for 1918, which is 
row used as the basis of appropriation of 
the state school fund, gives 32,520 as the 
number of children of school age in Atlanta, 
with $4.88 appropriated for each child. Our 
actual present school enrollment, as stated 
above, is 44.874. ‘This means that we have 
children enrolled. in the Atlanta 
for whom we receive no state mon- 
This means a loss in cash of $60,287.52. 
census is revised by the state 
every five years and the next revision is to 
be made this year. 

It is conservatively estimated that there 
are still at least 5,000 pupils of school 
age in Atlanta not at this time enrolled 
in our schools. We should do all that we 
can to reach these 5,000, not only because 
of the good the schools would do them, 
but because it would -nean $4.88 additional 
state revenue for every pupil secured. 

Together we have a great work before 
us to perform. We shall, I know. do it 
faithfinlly and to the best of our ability. 

Let me ask of you, as your presiding 
officer for the year, your co-operation and 
support.

ATLANTA FOOD COSTS 
UNDER PRE-WAR LEVEL 


Housing Costs Are Still High, 
Clothing Near Pre-war 
Prices. : 


According to a recent report of the| 
United States Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics the price of fooll is now lower 
in Atlanta than it was before the war. 

The government report shows that 


the cost of housing Atlanta increased 
63.2 per cent from December, 1917, to 
September, 1922. The peak was reach- 
ed May, 1021, when the housing cost 
bad increased 78.8 per cent above the 
1917 figures. Since that time there 
has been a gradual decline, with a drop 
i cent from June to September, 
Clothing in Atlanta was only 3.1 
per cent higher in September, 1922 
than it was in December, 1917. It 
reached its highest point here in June, 
1920, when it was 80.5 per cent above 
the 1917 figures. In March, 1922, the 
increase was only 1.9 above the pre- 
war figures, and in June, 1922, .4 of 1 
per cent increasing slightly since then. 
Food climbed to its highest point 
here in June, 1920, when it was 34 
per cent above 1917 figures. In De- 
cember, 1920, food prices were only 
12.8 per cent above pre-war levels, 
and all through 1921 and 1922 the 
average price ran ‘ower than early 
in the war, The government figures 
give food at being 12.3 per cent lower 
in September, 1922, than in Decem- 
ber, 1917. 
Furniture and furnishings reached 
the high point on a 65 per cent in- 
crease in June, 1920 and were high 
until the early part of 1921. The de- 
cline has been gradual since then un- 
til the September price of 1.9 per cent, 
above Deceinber, 1917. 
Coal strikes and other conditions 
have kept costs of fuel and light high. 
In September, 1922 they were 587 
above the 1917 prices. 
Miscellaneous living expenses are 
J4.2 per cent higher than in the early 
part of the war. A gradual decrease 
has taken place since May, 1921. The 
average living expense in Atlanta is 
13.9 per eent higher than it was in 
December, 1917, but it was up 37.9 
per cent in 1919 and 46.7 in 1920,

When, in the nature of things,
